Altuough, as we stated in our issue of the 
14th instant, many of our difficulties with 
China have arisen from the defective ap- 
preciation by Lord Sartspury of the 
internal weaknesses of the Chinese Govern- 
meat, it is idle to deny that muny of the 
causes of these weaknesses were beyond the 
control of the British Government. The 
international relations of Europe are of such 
a vature that no one Power can for long 
continue to act in direct contravention of 
the feelings of the rest, and it might bave 
been assumed that in opposing the desigas 
of Russia in her wantonly os penealy action 
towards China, England woflld bave enlisted 
the sympathies of :hb other Powers. That 
was, however, not to be, for various reasons. 
In the first instance the aggressiveness of 
Ruasia sits like nn ever-present incubua on 
the Governments of the central states of 
Europe, who are only too glad to welcome a 
tumporary respite and stand by, whilst 
Russia is devoting her ezergies to the far 
distant Manchuria; in the second Gerinany 
at least, not to speak of France, had visions 
of her own of establishing a new German . 
Empire on the ruins of what up to the pre- 
sent has been China. The consequence was 
that the language spoken by the British 
(tovernment, with its somewhat overstrained 
professions of disinterestedness, did not com- 
mend itself to any of the Continental Powers, 
and Great Britain found herself sora plavely 
isolate]. Tnen followel the treaty, offensive 
and defensive, with Japan, which for a time 
commended itself to the British public as o 
possible check on further encroachments on 
the part of Russia.

The Chairman laid before the Committee an 
estimate which had been ;repared by the Su- 
perintenden! of the Gaol showing that the cost 
of the staff for supervising the proposed prison 
and the cost of transport would amount in all to 
$: 3,153 per annum, the sum included for 
transport being $2,600, The only saving to be 
effected in the present annual expenditure would 
be $5,636, which is now expended in connection 
with using the Belilios Retormatory as a gaol. 
The net extra expense of the proposed prison 
would therefore amcunt to $27,316 per annum. 
The ouly saving which would be effected by 
constructing a prison on the outskirts of the 
city instead of on Stonecutters’ would be the 
sum of $2.600 per annam for transport. The 
anonal working expanses of the existing ‘gaol 
amounted to $110,176.80. 

The Chairman also read the Colonial Secre- 
tary’s minute of the 24th September, 1913, in 
which he stated that in the event of the Colonial 
Government abandoning the Stonecutters’ site 
for a gaol, the War Department might contri- 
bute as mach as half the cost of the new Gan- 
powder Depot on Green Island, which is estim- 
ated to cost $107,00!'. 

The Committee desire that definite informa- 
tion should be oblained as to the amount which 
the Military Authorities would be prepared to 
contribute in the evant of the Gunpowder 
Depét being removed from Stonecutters’ Island 
as proposed, and :

The DizEctor or PuBLic Work8—Before 
resuming my seat, sir, I would like to mention 
for the information of hon, members that a 
temporary pumping plant bis been established 
at ‘I'ytamtuk which is capable of raising about 
half a million gallons, daily (hear, hear’, to the 
tunnel which conveys the water to the city. 
‘he pump commenced work on the Ist of this 
month, and has been at work since with slight 
intermission. (Applause.) 

BLAUGHTER OF ANIMALS. 

The CotonrAL SecretARY laid on the table 
the following additional bye-law made under 
Sub section 25 of Section 16 of the Public 
Health and Buildings Ordinance, 1908, for 
regulating the slaughter of animals, and moved 
its approval. 

All aniraals killed for food in a Government 
slaughter-house shall be killed in the following 
manner :—(1.) All cattle (except buffa'oes) shall 
be killed with a pole-ax» of a pattern to be 
approved uf by the Coloni:| Veterinary Surgeon. 
(2.) All buffaloes shall be killed with a rifle ofa 
size and pattern to be approved by the Colonial 
Veterinary Surgeon. All rifles used for this 
purpose shall be kept by tho inspector in charge 
of each slaughter-honse and used by him alone. 
(3.) All sheep, goats and swine shall be killed 
with a knife in the usual manner, except in the 
case of pigs which, in the opinion of the 
inspector in charge of the sluughter-house, are 
too large to be killed in this way. Such pigs 
shall be killed in the same manner as cattle. 
Provide! always that nothing in this bye-law 
shall affect Jews, Mahommedans, or other 
peoples holding rel'gious beliafx whch compel 
them to kill animals for food in a particular 
manover. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL seconded, and the 
motion was agreed to. 

NEW TERRITORIES TITLES ORDINANCE. 

The ATTORNEY-GEN+R‘\L moved the first 
reading of a Bill entit'ed an Ordinance to re- 
peal the New Territories Titles Ordinancs 
1992. 

The COLONIAL SECRETARY seconded, and 
the motion was agreed to. 

The objects and reasons attached to the Bill,

It was never intended pnd cannot be permitted 
that title to land in the'New ‘l'erritories should 
be acquired otherwise fin by grant from the

the effect of the interpretation clause of the 
New Territories Titles Ordinance is not to vest 
in the (Land Court the power to confer title 
independently of grant from the Crown. 
It was| never intended that the Land Court

It was always intended and that 
intention still prevails||that the ultimate right 
to grant or to refuse ojfitle should rest with the 
Governor—an intentiqg which clearly appears 
in section 14 of the {land Court rdinance, 
1900.

The [ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved the first 
reading of a Bill enlitled ao Ordinance to 
amend the Public Healjh and Buildings Ordin- 
ance, No. 1 of 1903. 

The CoLONIAL SECRETARY seconded, and the 
motion] was agreed to. 

The objects and reagons attached to the Bill 
are as follows :—The [object of this amonding 
Ordinance is to effect|certain amendments in 
the Principal Ordinayce principally on the 
recommendation of thy Sanitary Board. The 
practical working of thb Ordinance bas shown 
these amendments to necessary. An amend- 
ment ig also made in| the arbitration clauses, 
by which power is} conferred upon the 
arbitrators, provided for in the Ordinance, to 
take into their considration, in determining 
the amount of compepsation which may be 
payable in any given|casa, the fact that the 
rental of the premises is enhanced by reason 
of ite being cvercrowded; and by direction of 
the Secretary of State/ amendments are made 
{o various sections of the Principal Ordinance, 
by which a Sanitary [Department is ¢reated, 
and the Principal }Civit Medical Officer 
is constituted its administrative head. In 
order to give effect ta the Board's recommen- 
dation, a new definition of the expression “ exter- 
nal air!’ is submitted jto Council. The Board 
havingjreported that section 48 of the Principal 
Ordinance, as it stands, is unworkable, that 
sectionjis repealed by the Amending Ordinance 
and hag been recast tofacoord with the Board's 
-recommendation. Th object is to expedite and 
facilitate legal action] in case of overcrowding. 
The present procedurp ig too cumbrous. A 
similarjcourse ts taken with respect to sections 153 
and 145 of the Principal Ordinance; and on the 
recommendation of tho Board sub-sections (3) 
and (4). of section 175 are transposed in the 
Amending Ordinancp, The Amending Or- 
dinaace also deletes thp last clause (the proviso) 
of section 46 of thp Principal Ordinance.

UNDESIRABLE PERSONS. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved that the 
Council resolve itself into committee on the Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to provide for the recovery 
of charges incurred. by the Colony on account 
of certaiu undesirable persons introduced into the 
Colony. He said—Since the Bill was last be- 
fore the Council it has been before the 
Standing Law Committee and by & majority 
the Committee have agreed to recom- 
mend the Bill to the Council in the shape in 
which itis now iu the hands of hon. members. 
The hon. member for the Chamber of Commerce 
(Mr. Pollock) was not present at the last meet- 
ing of tha Law Committee,’ but it may be as- 
sumed that he would have opposed the 
Bill, as ha is opposed to the Bill on 
principle. The amendments which have been 
effected, or rather that are suggested and 
recommended by the Standing Law Committee, 
go almost the whole way in meeting the objection 
raised by the hon. member ? 

His ExceLueEncy—What was it ? 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL —The Bill is now 
limited to any per on who is either lunatic, 
idiot c, or imbecile, or suffering from leprosy, 
and it is made leas wide in its scope than 
origivally intended. Also the Bill makes it 
quite clear that masters of ships bringing 
undesirable persons shall have power to detain 
them on board unless the Principal Civil 
Medical Officer or the Medical Officer of 
Health gives permission to land them, and 
in cas9 any passenger is so detained no action 
shall lie against any parson whatsoever. I do 
not know whether the house is prepared {o go 
into it, but I move that the house go into 
committee. 

The CoLontal SECRETARY seconded. 

Hon. Gersuom Stewart—Your Excellency, 
iu the absence cf the member for the Chamber 
of Commerce, might [ ask your Excellency to 
postpone consideration of this Bill? It arrived 
in its present form only last night, and is 
practically to all intents and purposes a now 
Bill. Itisa matter which the committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce would like to talk over. 
It contains a clause that bears hardly upon the 
shipper. It makes him liable for an undesirable 
person who becomes within six months from the 
date of landing a charge upon the publio or upon 
any publicinstitution. It does notseem aquestion 
of urgency, and if your Excellency would t 
that indulgence the unofficial members and the 
Chamber of Commerce would appreciate it very 
much, 

The ATT )RNEY-GENERAL—We do not want 
to press it. 

The CoLontaL SecReETaARY—There is no 
desire on the part of the Government to 
unduly press this Bill, but at the same time I 
woald like to point out that the Bill is urgent. 
It is only recently that the military authorities 
asked for the reception in the lunatic asylum of 
two European members of the garrison. That 
request had very reluctantly to be refus d 
because the lunatic asylum is already fall. 
Amongat the number of the ocoupants are {o be 
found several forsigners who have no connection 
whatever with this Celony, and have no claim 
whatever upon the cag de of this Colony 
fer their maintenance. here is a great 
difficulty in getting rid of a foreigner who 
is brought here and is cast upon the Colony 
and is a lunatic. Ships are very unwilling 
to take away a lunatic, and the negotiations 
of such lunatics into their own countries 
with a foreign government for the reception 
are very difficult and protracted. Therefore 
Sir, I think, in the interests of the Coltny and 
in justice to the ratepayers of the Colony, 
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the Government is called upon to take some 
measures to prevent the dumping of lunatics 
who have no connection with the Colon 
at all into our asylam, the effect of whioh 
is that our own people in this Colony 
are excluded from the lunatic asylum. The 
matter has become so urgent that tho 
Principal Civil Medical Officer made an applica- 
tion the other day that we should builds new - 
lunatic asylum ats cost of some $55,000, and’ 
the usual increase, I suppose, of doctors, nurses, 
wardmasters, etc. To a certain oxtent I think 
we ought to try and see whether we cannot keep 
those undesirable people from being dum 
among us. There-is no objection to a reasonable 
postponement of the thing. ‘ 

His Excetrency—I will not have the 
opportunity later on of dealing with this Bill, 
but still I think it may be well that I should 
give you my v.ews as far as this question about 
the six months isconcerned. We ought to go upen 
& principle that is fair to the shi pers as well | 
as to the owners; that is, there oat to be sume 
reasonable probability that there will be some- 
thing to show the owners and the captain of 
a ship that the person was not all right when 
he was on board, and therefore my own opinion 
is that six months is too long. The probability 
is that when the Bill is gone on with no doubt 
the Government will be prepared to meet the 
views of tho shippers in shortening that period. 
If I were dealing with this Bill myself I should 
be prepared to meet any objection on this six 
months’ score in that way, so that there would be 
& reasonable probability that the person would 
have shown symptoms on board ship. 

‘The Bill was postponed till next meetiog of 
Council. 

BOUNDARIES OF THE CITY, 


The ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved the third 
reading of the Bill entitled an Ordinance to de- 
fine the Boundaaries of the City of Victoria. 

The CoLONIAL SECRETARY seconded, and 
the motion was agreed to. 

THE GOVERNOR'S FAREWELL ADDRESS. 


H.E. tho Governor said.—Honourable 
Members of the Legislative Council. As 
this is the last. occasion on which I shall 
have the honour of presiding over your delibera- 
tio s, I propose with your permission to review 
as shortly as I cau the condition of the Colony 
during the five years of my administration of 
this Government, I arrived at atime when a 
most important and far-reaching change was 
about to be made in the condition of the Colony. 
Hongkong, which was ceded to Great Britain 
in 1841, had developed into a great port, with 


a population of 248,009. Its area, inolud- 
ing the point of Kowloon Peninsula, 
was 32 square miles, The northern 
shores of the harbour were Chinese 


territory; at Sam-shai-po, Cap-sui-moon, and 
Fa-ti-moon Chinese Custom-houses were 
established, and Chinese Customs oruisers 
operated within the ill-defined harbour limits to 
the great irritation of the community. The - 
Kowloon extension agreement, signed on the 8th 
June, 1898, remedied this anomalous state of 
affairs in a harbour that, under the fosterin 
care of Great Britain, grown into the peel. 
tion of the third port in the world, the tonnage 
of whose shipping had in trrenty years increased 
from 5,000,000 to 17,000,000. Under its provi- 
sions it became my duty as the representative of 
Her late Majesty the Queen to assume the 
government of over 4U0 additional square 
miles of territory, with a population of over 
100,000, and also over the waters of Mirs Bay 
and Deep Bay. This agreement gave for the 
first time complete control over the waters of 
the harbour and its approaches, and removed 
the causes of the long-felt irritation. It will 
be in your recollection, gentlemen, that the 
taking over of the New Territory was not 
accomplished without some trouble. The 
delimitation. of the northern boundary had to 
be arranged, and when it lisd been finally 


settled, on the 18th March, I, at the request of 
the Chinese Government, made through ried

destroyed; 
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police and troops who proceeded to the place 
preparatory to the ceremony of the 17th were 
attacked by large numbers of Chinese ap- 
parently under military||direction.

the 16th, so that our position should be made 

riatly regular. After two engagements, 
n which the Chinese /fisplayed considerable 
courage io acting againgt regular troops, and 
suffered some losses, thp opposition collapsed. 
That thease attacks upon our forces were 
encouraxed, by the then|[Viceroy there can be 
littie donbt. My inability to permit the 
Chineso Customs to |continue to function 
within the limite of the Colony was. deeply 
resented by His Excellency, and he refused 
to senda Chinese offigial to be present at 
the ceremony of hoisting the flag on the 
17th April. !n conseqhence of the evidence 
of the complicity of the/Viceroy with the leaders 
of the attacks upon our/troops it was decided to 
occupy that portion of Samchun Valley lyiug 
to the north of the bounflary line including the 
important market town of Samchun. This 
was effected by a joint naval aud military 
expedition which met Wwith no upposition, and 
the district was held fora month by a military 
force under command |of Major Prendergast. 
B.E., who acquired the|gonfidence of the people ; 
insored the security of |fheir persons and pro- 
perty; assisted them in making good roads ; and 


‘ultimately, under iosfriction from Her late 


Majesty's Government, withdrew from the 
district amid demonstrations of good-will from 
the inhabitants, to whom the presenca of our 
troops had brought freedom from taxation, 
security of their property, and a market for their 
produce. Order having)been restored, the ques- 
tion hud to be reconsidgred as to the system on 
which this apparently {rrbulent population of 
the newly acquired territory should be governed. 
Two courses presented | themselves—repression, 
or co-operation. The ldaders of the people had 
been almost toa man detively engaged in the 
operations against us, bat if these leaders were 
ut aside and degradefl from the position of 
| considesation afd authority hitherto 
enjoyed by them, we slfould have been face to 
face with a hostile population, without the 
means of communicating with them through 
trusted local intermediaries whose assistance 
is so essential 10 good government. I have had 
some ‘experince in |coercion, In certain 
situations it becomes necessary. ‘ut it 
engenders an ever-deeppnding distrust, atropaies 
local intorest in presgrving order, and with 
the lapse of time [becomes day by day 
more difficult to abandpn without danger to the 
public safety. I felt Besides that these leaders 
wopld not have been puilty of such egregious 
folly had they vot fbeieved the scandalous 
statement of our intenjions thst were so freely 
cironlated, and, belieyiog them, I could not 
withhold a meed of gym athy for misguided 
men who dured to fage in open fight an over- 
whelming power in defence of their customs 
and their homes. I therefore c ose the latter 
course, and, with the able assistance of Mr. 
Stewart Lockhart, whose excellent work in the 
cification and arrangement of the New 
Territory is well knpwn to!the Honourable 
Members of this Cotncil, I met the elders 
and gentry of the districts at Tai-po Hu 
and Ping Shan, dipabused ther minds as 
to their fear, divided the Territory into 
eight districts and [forty-seven sub-districte, 
and. appointed the fillage elders as district 
elders with judicial power to deal with petty 
cases, giving at the shme time to Mr. Lockhart 
a general, controlling’ power with coordinate 
jur.sdiction. As a matter of fact the elders, 
ng satisfied of our just intentions, have nerer 
exercised their jurisdiction, but have left these 
cases tobe dealt with first by Mr. Stewart 
Lockhart, and, after fis r turn to the duties of 
Colonia!

A 
Land Court. was established to deal re.dily 
and inexpeusively with the holdings cliims, 
of which 165,23) lave ~been preseated to 
the Land Court. ‘he principal cultivation 
of the Territory is rice, but there is also 
a considerable oultivation of sugar, and, 
io the T'sin Wan district, pineapples are grown. 
I found on inspection that the sagar canes were 
of a poor quality, and the pineapples ot inferior 
flavour, while the primitive stoue-mills ia use 
leave a large percentage of juice in the crushed 
megasse. A ouuber of canes of the best 
varieties were obtained from Java and Ponang 
and have bean distributed to the sugar farmers, 


and two Chatanoaga steel mills were also 
imported, and lent to large growers for 
experiment. Good varieties pf pineapples 


were imported from Ceylon for distribation. 
While the cultivated lind is now practically 
confined to the valleys it is evident from the 
terrracing of the hills that they too yieldod their 
share of weulth-giving crops in the past, and [ 
have little doubt that suitable cultivation will 
be resumed in the future. In the meantime 
over 170,000 fir and camphor trecs have 
been plant+d, and experiments ar- now being 
made with the Agave Rigida, or sisal hemp 
plant, that may yet, I hope, introduce an 
important industry into the Colouy, while 
the establish ment of succulent grasses 04 the suit- 
able hill sides ought, if successful,to oalougwiy 
towards solviug te question of thasupply of frash 
meat to Hougkong. Near the town of Un loag 
I found on my first visit a settlement of about 
25 lepers, who were compelled to live in the 
middle of an extensive swamp, oo a slight 
elevation approached by a rougu causaway, and 
almost under water in rainy weather Here 
thess afflicted people had built, of pieces of 
bourd, miserable shanties that affurded no pro- 
tection from rain or the chill winter winds. 
Here they huddled together night, while by day 
they approachrd the villages where though not 
permitted to enter the houses they were charit- 
ably sapplied with food Hard by was an 
unoconpied hill with a well at its base. Here 
a sufficient area was walled off, enclosing the 
well, and small houses have been erected by the 
Publi Works department, :hat afford shelter 
from cold and rain, 
their food from the neighbours, or from 
their families, aud the segregation is practically 
as effective as in more pretentious aod 
expensive establishments, while the victims of 
hig terrible disease have not perpetual impri- 
gonmeut added to the miseries of their mest 
miserable lives. At Tai pO, the headquarters 
of the New Territory establishment, a Chinese 
qualified medical practitioner has be-n staticned, 
whose rerv ces have been freely availed of by the 
inbahitanta, and who is the publi vaccinator of 
the district. The question of Education has 
been carefully considered. A school is about to 
be established at Un-long where English will be 
taught, and the provigions of the Education 
Code are being extended to the Vernacular 
Schools of the various districts. I have re- 
capitulated the general lines of policy in the New 
Terriléry, as on their soucdness will depend the 
ancoess or failure of this assimilation with 
the Colony of a large agricultural population 
with a reputation for tarbalence; suspicious of 
foreiguers, and with a rooted objection to any 
interference with their settled habits or 
customs. lt is yet tos soon to judge of the 
results, but so far they are promising. Th- 
number of orimes reported in the yuar ‘190°:

they bad become accustome!. But in laying 
the foundations for the dev. lopment of the 
New ‘Jerritory. the great possibilities of which 
have yet to be fally realized, we must not 
forget the rapid geowth of Hongkong and its 
shipping trade. In 1898 the Colony of 
Hoogkong contained 254,400 inhabit .ots, its 
assessed value was $4.511,947, and the total 
shipping entered and cleared was 17.265,78) 
tons. In 1903 the populaio-, including 
the New Territory. as estimated by the 
Registrar General, is 433,660, the assessed 
value $8,749.643, aud the shipping 23,027,455 
tons. ‘The Revenue, which in 1898 was 
$2, 84,84), is estima ed for the current year 
at $4,583,295, and, in the Estimates accepted 
by you for 1404, thanks to the largely increased 
tender for the Opium fagm, it is stated at 
$6,208,308. In whatever direction we turn we 
fiad a Colony instinct with boundless activity. 
The reclamation of Western Praya is 
completed. He Eastern Praya reclamation 
is only delayed by demands the 
Admiralty aud War Office at heme that this 
Government considers unreasonable and hopes 
to have modified. A'l around the Kowloon 
Pesinosula great schemes of reclamation are in 
progress. At Quarry Bay a graving doo< is 
being constructed by Messrs. Butterfield and 
Swire, that will bs capable of docking the 
1 rg-st ships afloat; while another dock is being 
constructed by the Naval Anthorities in the 
very heart of the City. I wich that I could 
congratulate you upon the latter, but, Lowever 
we may deplore the injury to the city by the 
severance of its continuity by the Naval 
Dockyard, wa must not forget tat no 
protest was made by the Colony until 
after the work of construction had ad- 
vanced considerably and a la-ge amount of 
money had bsen spent. Even vow the 
Admiralty are ‘prepared to hand over the 
docayard to the Colony, bu6 on  oon- 
ditions no onerous that even by this wealth 
community they could no: be accepted. Stil, 
the expenditure of some thirty millions of 
dollars in the execution of the works on the 
Naval Extension and Quarry Bay dooks cannot 
fail to increase the prosperity of the Col ny. 
Nor bas the Government been remiss in Pab.ic 
Works. During the term of my administration 
$2,761,5 9 have been exp-nded on Pablio Works 
Extraordioary. ‘Uhe resorvoir at Wong-nei- 
chong, of a orpacity 33,0000) gailous. has 
been completed, and the reservo.r and gravita- 
sion schume ‘or Kowloon is being carried ont 
at an estimsted expsna) of $8 50:0, The 
initial works are in progress for the new 
Reservoir at Tytam Tuk, to hold 1,200,0 10,000 
gallons. Blake Pier has been built, and 
the foundations of the oew Law Courts 
nre now ready for the superstructure 
of which the foundation stone was laid 
by me ov the 12th instant. ‘The fonnds- 
tions of the large new western market 
have been completed and ‘the superstructure of 
the latter building has been begun, while « 
contract for that of the former has been let and 
for the new harbour offic. A site has been 
acquired for the new post office, and plans for 
it have bsen prepared and approved, aod a con- 
traot for the foandations has been let. These 
important buildings will be pushed forward 
without delay, But the absorbing question t at 
has exercised the minds of the community‘to a 
greater extent than all othors is that of ssnita- 
tion. ‘This question has been. debated year by

the community. In May, 1902, the visit to 
the Colony of Professor Simpson and Mr, 
Osbert Chadwick, C.M.G., resulted io valuatle

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Ordinance has been passed, under the provi- 
sions of which the Houses of the future will 
be of a more sanitary type, and surface over- 
crowding that is foupd in the Chinese part 
of the City of Victoria, will be no louger 
possible. . An able | bacteriologist has been 
added to the permanent staff, for whom a 
suitable laboratory is being built, and from h‘s 
original researches | valuable results havo 
already been obtained, and still more important 
discoveries may be jexpected in tho future. 
So far it cannet be suid that we have been 
more successful herg than in other countries 
in discovering the |canses or checking the | 
ravages of plague, but investigation and ex- 
periments made during the epidemic of 
this year afford a! hope that next year 
may see astep im advancy in prevention, 
and treatment, shoild, unhappily, the plague 
again develop in epidemic form. In the 
treatment of Maldria we have profited 
by the light thrown pon its causaticn by the 
experiments ef Celli! Ross and other investi- 
gators, and systematip arrangements have been 
made to control the nullahs and pools in which 
the anopheles mosquito has hitherto b.ed along 
the face of the hills} that dominate the city. 
Over. $93,000 have Heen expended already in 
this work, with the'result that while in 1902 
3,795 cases were adimitted to various civil and 
military hospitals, tle number of cases reported 
this year to the present date is 2,408: It is 
to be hoped that) with perseverance and 
thoroughness in the destruction of the anopheles 
mosqocito this danger! to the community will ulti- 
mately be removed. |/To more effectually carry 
out the recommendations of the two experts to

crowded city. Thatijany system of sanitation 
with even scrupulogs cleanliness conld render 
healthy areas in which the register.d populatien 
is 1,00U to the acrejjor 640,000 to the square 
mile (and I have fteason to believa that the 
registered population is consilerably below the 
real density), is not to|be expected. The difficulty 
must be solved by the creation of a new city by 
resumption, re-sale, ghd recoustruction; and with 
the steady operation of such a trust as is proposed 
there is no reason whyjthis necessary improvement 
of Victoria should upt be effected within twenty 
years, atamoderate cpst to the inhabitants, who, it 
must be remembered, have the happy distinction 
of bearing the lightest burden of taxation of 
any colony inthe British Empire.

Pelitions were received 
from the European” residents praying 
for the establishmpnt of a school for the 
separate instruction] of European children, and 
from Chinese regidents praying for the 
establishment of a |school for the education of 
the better classes off Chinese. Both proposals 
were appreved. ne English school has been 
established in Kowlpon by kindness of Mr. Ho 
Tung, by whose |permission a school just 
completed | by him, at considerable expense, and 
resented to the cgdlony as a mixed school fcr 
both races, was db.o.ed to the purpose of a 
school for Europeans, the Government under- 
taking to replace jt by building a souiool in 
Yaumati, which is nbw in course of construction. 
The school for the children of ‘the better 
classes of Chinese has been established by private 
enterprise. It waq with great pleasure that I 
saw at last accomplished the opening of addi- 
tional treaty ports gnd ports of call on the West 
River. The proppsals now senctioned b 
Treaty were formal, y accepted by the ‘I'sung-li 
Yamen.in two integtiews that I had with that 
bodyat Peking in 1900. They had the approval 
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of Sir Robert Hart, and also, of thelate Li Hung. 
Chang, but the committee appointed by the Vice- 
roy to report upon them reported unfavourably 
aud the matter wax shelved, in spite of frequent 
protests, until the whole position was consider- 
ed by the Treaty Commissioners, and the 
proposals were definitely accepted. The value 
of Waichow on the East River may not be 
80 apparent at present, but it was added at 
my suggestion, a8 in my opinion it may one 
day be « valuable link in the direct trade 
between the rich East River valley to the 
north, and Hongkong, the land communication 
between Waichow and Mirs Bay presenting 
no enginesring difficulties. (Applanse.) Dur- 
ing the evenful five years of my administra- 
tion Hongkong has been brought face to face 
with typhoon, war, pestilence, and famine, and 
I look back with admiration to the behaviour of 
the colony in every contingency. Abounding 
charity and generosity accompany the buoyant 
energy of the community, and I find that within 
the five years over $425,U00 have been subscribed 
io aid of the widows and orphans of onr soldiers 
and sailors who fell in the South African war; 
in aid of the famine-stricken people of Kwang- 
si; in aid of the sufferors by the destructive 
typhoon of 1900; and in aid of the fund for 
the erection in London of a memorial to our 
late revered and beloved Queen; and this 
in additien to the local charities of 
the Chinese portion of the community, of which 
but few realise the extent, or the economy and 
ability with which they are administered. It 
has been my pleasant duty to open two hospitals 
withia the past year, built by the Chinese 
community at an expense of $140,900, and 
affording accommodation to 136 patients. An 
equally pleasant task has been the opening this 
month of the Victoria Jubilee Hospital for 
Women and Children on Barker Road, built 
by joint subscription and grant from Colonial 
funds, ia commenoration of the Jubilee of Her 
Majesty the late Queen. I will not weary you 
with further figures. I desire but to emphasise 
some of the ealient features of the time during 
which I have been Governor of the Colony. I 
have especially dwelt uponthe treatment of the 
problem to besolved on the New Territory because 
on the experience of the 400,000 Chinese in this 
Colony is formed the Chinese estimate of 
British justice and of the security that ix to 
be found under the British flag, and as 
surel; as the water of the great rivers flow 
from the snow-capped mountains to the sea, 
so surely will the estimate of our qualities as 
a natiou flow from sea to mountain, following 
the lines of trade to their extremest limits. 
To every one of us who lifts his eyes from 
the immediate exigencies of the business of the 
hour and looks into the future, this conviction 
carries with ita sense of great responsibility, 
and apart from our national sense of justice 
compels us so to deal with the Chinese 
people with whom we come in contact as to 
satisfy them that in Hongkong they will find a 
Government fair and just, helping to shape the 
destinies of a free community where commercial 
uclivily is sustained and developed by that 
security without which no-commerce can expand. 
(Applau-e.; Ishallleave the Colony with a last- 
ing und grateful remembrance of the assistance 
and support that [ have invariably received from 
the members of this Council which includes all 
the members of my Executive Council. Fair 
and independent criticism no honest Govern- 
ment need fear, nor prudent Governor ignore, 
and the changes between rough-hewn Bills and 
the finished Ordinances bear witness to the 
care with which the members of this Council, 
especially the unofficial members, have examined 
the measures introduced, and the readiness of 
the Government to yield to sound objections. 
In a Council whose discussions and debates have 
been actuated by a strong sense of public duty, 
and into which no element «f personal rancour 
‘has ever entered, my Juties have been light 
indeed, and in bidding this Council farewell I 
do so with a lively sense of gratitude for the 
happy relations that bave always existed between 
us, and an earnest prayer that the interests of 
the many people who form the community of 
this great port an! Colony will always in the 
future be safeguarded by members as able, 
impartial, and siogle-minded as you, gentlemen, 
to whom, as your President, I now say good-bye. 
(Loud applause.)

Public works ‘have made some 
progress, bat perhaps more has been done to 
initiate them than actually to bring them to com: 
pietion. You have sown where your successor 
will reap, Works commenced in your time will 
be completed daring his term of office, Thé 
bounds of the Coluny have heen extended, the 
population considerably increased, its impor 
tance enhanced, and its revenue very largely 
augmented, ro largely, indeed, that the sanitdtry 
improvements, which are now so very necessary, 
may be gradually carried into effect without in- 
creasing the taxation. That progress will, I 
am sanguine, continue, Neither emporary 
commercial depression nor the recurrent out- 
breaks of plague will be able to permanent 
arrest it; and I trast that Your Excellency wi 
be able to note from your new post in Ceylon 
the onward march of that improvement here 
that you have laboured to promote, (Applause.)

You bave a'so 
kivdly given to us the permission to make use 
of the uniohabited parts of the New Territory 
for training our men. J have been lately in- 
specting them on the slopes of Taimoshan—a 
perfect training ground; there is no training 
ground I koow in kngland that is equal to it 
—and tie men have learned very valuable 
lessons there. This constant working on the 
hillside just as they wou'd be in actual warfare 
was of the greatet use in makiog them 
valuable defenders of the Colony. (Applause ) 
I was watching them shooting the other 
day. A small squad of men were ready to sho t 
for 25 seconds at ten small objects placd 
on the hillside, and before the 25 seconds were 
up seven of these were knocked over. Regiments 
that can shoot in that way need not fear the 
landiog of almost any number of men who are 
not accustomed to hill-climbing or who had not ; 
shot or work-d in a country of this sort. I have | 
no doubt that if a party from a foreign country 
arrived in this Colony they would walk iuto 
a death-trap. I have also been watching the 
firing of the new guns la ely added to this 
armament, In range and power they are equal 
to anything to be seen ahywhere, and the 
batteries of small quiok-firing guvs are now 
complete. The firing from them was also 
rather remarkable. At the small battery at 
Lyeemun vess-¢ls representing destroyers going 
about 15 miles an hour went through 
the pass, and shots were put on them at the 
rate of 20 shots a minute. I do not think uny 
destroyers could enter the pass. at that rate. 
It has beeu my good fortung to serve under 
your Excellency vow, and I hope it may be my 
better fortune (o serve ander you again.

THE “AMPHITRITEH’S” ACCIDENT. 
freee eee Severe 


H.M.8. Amphitrite, Capt. Windham, C.V.O., 
arrived from Singapore io a damiged condition 
on the LXth. While on a voyage from Hongkong 
to Ningapore, on the 6th November, she ran on 
to an uncharted coral-shoal lying ia Lat. 1.16.7 
N., Long. 104,23 E. and sustuined damage to the 
after part of he false keel and probably to some 
plates. ('n arriving to Singapore it was found 
that the damage, though mach less than might 
have been expected, was of such a nature that 
necessitated dockyard repairs, so the vessel 
was ordered to proceed back to Hongkong. A 
departure was made from Singapore on the 
12th inst. and Hongkong was reached yester- 
day morniog at half-past nine. Strong mon- 
soon was experienced from Singapore to 
Lat. 16 N., and from thence to port fine 
weather. Since the asacsident, Commander 
Vaughan Lewis, of H.M.S. Fearless, has 
surveyed and sounded the dangerous shoal, 
which is, by the way, situated at the 
eastern entrance to Siogapore Main 
Strait, south channel. His survey showed that 
the shoal is 5' yards long ia a N.N.W. direc- 
tion and 30 yards broad. Least depth obtained 
was three fathoms (low water springs) with otber 
pinaoscle heads of four aid five fathoms having 
sight to eleven fathoms in amongst thom. 
Close around and surrounding the shoal 
are irregular depths of. twelve, fifteen and 
twenty fathoms. The Amphtirite has gone 
into dock at Kowloon. No doubt her 
repairs will keep her some considerable time. 
It is very satisfactory for everybody concern- 
ed that the shoal was an uncharted one.

THE SPEECHES. 

The CHAIRMAN, who, on rising was received 
with loud applause, said—It is my pleasure to 
congratulate you on your safe return (applause 
and laughter). When I say that the only fear 
I have had about the trip was simply about the 
tiffin, and, now that we have got throught J 
feel like congratulating you on that.— (Laugh. 
ter.) It may interest you if ' briefly, give 
you some idea of what this day means to 
the people and the country which has 
inangurated a movement resultiug in the 
construction of the Yuen-Han railway. In 
1898 Mr, Basche, an American gentleman, 
secured a concession for the construction 
of the railway. But he had no money! 
He went to America and thore sought the 
assistance of one of the ablest and best known 
statesmen of the day—the Hon. Calvin Brice — 
(applause), As yon probably all know, some 
few years ago Mr. Brice, to our dasp 
regret, wae, by Divine Providence, called away 
to that bourne from whence no travel er returns, 
and when * say to yon that it was a sad blow to 
this enterprise I only partially tell you the 
effect. However, the enterprise is going on, 
as all things go on after we are gone. On the 
14th June 1902, an imperial Edict was issued 
which authorised the construction and approved 
the contrast which had been made with Mr. 
Brice and his agents. Serious delays occurred 
util the middle of December, 1902, when we 
began work. We were well started by the Ist’ 
Jannary, 1403, and you have seen to-day the 
beginning of the Hankow-Canton railway. 
There are those here who have contributed ver - 
greatly tv the construction of that portion of 
the line now ready for operation—our chief 
engineer, Capt. Mead, our assistant engineer 
Justin Burns, our divisional engineer Farnham, 
our resident engineers Vernon, Howe, Willianig, 
and athers whoxe names fail to come ty me at 
t*a moment, but who are entitled to as much 
credit as the others, and wh-se assistance has 
been equally appreciated. Last, but not least, 
we have with us His Excellency Chang who has 
done more to placate the disturbing elémienta 
along the route of this line than I can tell -you,

Hongkong :—Ladies and gentlemen, His kx- 
cellancy says that he feels greatly honoured by the 
kind invitationof Mr Gray, the General Manager 
and Chief Engineer of the Yuen-Han lino, aud 
al] the Direotors, and Taotai Li, to attend the 
opening of the section of the line between 
Canton and Fatshan. His Excellency canuot 
allow such a great occasion to pass off without 
making a few remarks upon the history and 
success of this enterprise. It was about six 
years ago that His Excellency Sheng Kung-pao 
took up the question of bnilding the line, and 
we were gratified by seeing .the contract 
entered int» between the Chinese Govern- 
ment and tte American Ch'na Development Co. 
The construction of the line was actually com- 
menced abont a year ago, and His Excellency 
Chang, who is covnected with the enterprise in 
the capacity of lund direotor, is glad to and that 
he has met with great success in purchasing 
the land for the line, of course, by the voluntary 
assistance of the local officials and the native 
gentry generally. It will be needless, His 
Excallency says, for him speak of the great 


China with so much wealth and so large 
a population. The seztion which has now been 
completed is only 194 miles, and uader the very 
able management of Mr. Gray, who has an 
efficient forca of engineers and men of other 
capa iti s, for whom His Excellency eatertains 
the greatest respect, His Excellency is suro 
that the whole line—about 1,000 miles long— 
will be completed with the sime success (ap- 
plause). His Excellency therefore requests you, 
gentlemen, to jo‘n him in drinking to the 
success and prosperity of the Uanton-Hankow 
Railway (Applause). 

Hon. GeEsHomM STewART, who was also 
called npoo to speak, observed that the future 
of the trade of China and Hougkong was most. 
intimately associated with the construction of 
railroads in the Great Empire of China, and 
auch influence as be possessed he wonld use to 
promote the furtherance of railway coastruction 
in China, especially the line between Canton 
and Kowloon. 

Herr Er.wabtp, German Consul-General 
of Canton. in the absence of Mr James Scott. 
the British Consul-General and doyen of the 
Consular Body in Cantou, next spuke. He 
joined issue with Mr. Brice’s statement that 
railways were the best and strongest 
factors in unifying a nation. Being a 
German, he would dare to say that there were 
other factors of the same im-.ortance and, 
according to his view, the Army and Navy of 
a nation were the most important. 

Commodore Robinson, and Captain Ander- 
gon, U.S.N , asrepresentatives of the Navy, added 
their congratulations upon the progress made 
with the railway.

In 
other words, while looking after a railway which 
may be justly termed, I think, gigantic, it goes 
in for such apparently small liceas of business as 
the sale of butter. Whether this is quite fair 
to the private merchant or not I do not stop 
to enquire, but it could not fail ta gladden 
the soul of M. de Witte if that politically 
moribund sta esman were now in power, for 
its tendency is to give that justly famous 
produce of Siberia, butter, a good fillip, and the 
system cannot fail, if extended to se many 
linea of business iu the hands of the powerful 

Railway Company which may almost be said to 

represent the Government. According to its 

advertisement. the Commercial Agency of the 

Chinese Eastern Railway Company will briog 

Lutter in special waggons from tiberia and 

send it to the houses of purchasers in Dalny 

and Port Arthur--all for a ridiculously low 
; prices Good fresh butter now costs une rouble 
iu funt (one English ib.—1.11 funéa), and the 
, Railway C.mpaoy proposes toselli s fresh butter 
at 16 roubles a pont,ie.,at 40kopecks. Decidedly 
most of (he peaple here will hail this inrovatiun 

(for though it is the wholesale price, it will of 

course mean a fall in the present retail price) 

with joy, for most of th-m are Russiios 
who have lived in Sibaria, and who cannot live 

in comfort without plenty of bu ter, and I 

suppose they would all like to sea their own 

country's trade extended. Thera is no reagon, 
in leed, why Russian butter should not make its 
way to Japan and Shanghai and farther. 

_ ‘THE TIMBLR COMPANY. 

The Yalu Timber Company has now had 
notices printed in Chinese and Russian announc- 
iug (hat it has obtained from the Corean Govern- 
ment the privilege of cutting timber along the 
Yala and its tribataries, and that anyone not 
author sed by the company who cuts timber in 
these places, will be prosecuted and have his 
‘timber confiscated. The Timber Company :s 
now prepared to sell ifs timber to the public at 
Daloy, Port Arthur, Yingkow, aud in all other 
pl-ces whersil hasagencies Isuppose Japanese 
and American timber merchants will suffer to 
some extent in consequence. 

A QUESTION OF CRICKET. 

Writing under date [4th (27th) October, the 
Shanghai correspondent of tha Novi Krai 
at acks bis countrymen and the non-British 
residenis of the settlement in general for hum- 
ouring the English so much by a simulated 
enthusiasm of cricket. Here is what he siys: — 

“Atthe beginning of this year, I iuformed 
you that with the departure of the foreiga trvops 
from thanghai, the no1-Knglish part of the 
community lost much of the sense of support 
they derived from the presence of these troops, 
a presevce which encouraged them to live in 
their ‘own way and relieved them from the 
necessity of a slavish submission to the fads of 
the English society in which their lot wis cast. 
The non-English portion of our sociely tended 
more to unite, inasmuch as it is more namerous 
than the English portion; but this uniop,au uuicn 
exhibitiog what I may call a manifestation ot 
the national life of each group that composed 
it. was hardly born when it began to digappear, 
aud this notwithstanding the fact that none of 
its compouent parts are very sympathetic to- 
wards the English, 

&ERVILE J MITATICN. 

“To what ap extent we all servilely imitate 
the Foglish may easily be seen from the follow- 
iog facts. Yesterday afternoon and all day 
to-day, all the banks and offices were shut just 
becanss the Jinglish people of Shanghai took 
it into their h at that time to amuse them- 
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selves by looking at the game of cricket played 
by the Shanghai exponents of this game with 
Hongkong players come here expressly for this 
match, The strangest part of the whole pro- 
ceedings was that most of the people present 
of the son-Euglish part of the commuuity 
had not got any idea at all of how the game was 
played, and did not even care to look at it. 
They simply celebrated the occasion in order to 
please the knglish. Now [ do not object to the 
English having their relaxation iu this way, but 
it may ba asked why, because the English com- 
munity takes it into its head {o go to seea 
cricket match, all business must be stop- 
ped? In this connection I may say that 
according {o the Custom House reports, only 
0.6 of the tra%e belongs to the English, the rest 
of the ~ hanghai trade being in the hands of 
Rossians and of merchants belonging to other 
ontions, As to the number of banks, there 
are ooly two English banks here, while 
on the other hand there are Belgian, 
Dutc*, German, Russo-Chinese, French, 
and Japanese banks, all of which, with 
the exception of the Russo-Chinese, employ 
only men belonging to their own nutiona- 
lity. if we do not count the Portu- 
guese from Macao who, as a general rule. 
occupy all the inferior offoe-s in the local 
banks. Tha Portugues: do not, howaver, take 
any absorbing interest in the game of cricket ; 
hence my amazement that all the non-English 
establishments I have just mentioned close 
their doors in bononr of such an event. 
THE ENGUISH YOKE. 

“The English, seeing that all endeavour to 

imitate them, become day after day more and 


more insupportable in their dealings with other , 


nations. The strangest part of this strange 
state of thingsis that while one finds every- 
where hatred of the English social yoke, or 
rather, I should say, the Anglo-Jewish 
there are to be found foreigners who obligingly 
chime in with the English instead of miking a 
determined effort to shake off that yoke.” 
A CRICKET CLUB IN PORT ARTHUR. 
Now, I do not think that this represents the 


- sentiments of the average foreigner (meaning 


by that, non-Britisher) or even of the average 
Russian in Shanghai. 1¢ certainly does not 
represent the views of the Russians with whom 
I am brought in contact here I find that 
these Russians desire nothing so much as a 
rapprochement, social and otherwise, between 
the two great white races that, between them, 
practically rule Asia. I also find that 
there is a cricket club here to which some 
Russians belong. At the same time it must be 
confessed that the Russian gen‘leman whose 
latter L have just translated is right in insisting 
on the fact that a slavish pretence of likiog 
games that you do not like in order to 
please people of another nationality — is 
strongly to be reprohended; and I think 
wa would be the last people in the world 
ourselves to welcome foreign speclators who are- 
attracted to onr cricket matches by these 
motives. But if there is no servility in the 
intention, but only that amiable desire to 
please which makes the gentleman, no matter, 
of what nationality he may be, often hide his 
real feelings and pretend to iaterest where no 
interest exists, I think that foreigners are only 
performing an act of courtesy when they 


attend cricket matches in- which they 
take no interest in the play and do not 
understand it. It think that the foreign 


banks in Shanghai werd animated by thse 
feelings on the occision in . question, 
aud not by a servile ‘desire to propitiate 
John Bull; and I think. that the English 
community wonld b2 glad, from similar motives, 
to oblige the Russian or any other community. 
Of: course there is the broad question of whether 
we are pot paying too much attention to cricket. 
S.rne of oar most earnest and well-intentioned 
critins at home are quite as fierce in their 
denuue ation of “the flannel’d fools at the 
wicket” as the Shanghai correspondent of the 
Port Arthur paper cou'd ‘desire. There is also 
the question. of whether the banks do not 
give themselves tov many holidays as it is; and 
I may here remark that the bank in Port 
Arthur seems to have a fair number of holida

It was typically Chinese. First came two 
boys carrying paper lanterns upon which were 
inscribed characters for “ With greatest respect 
we appraciate your bengvolencs”; next came two 
pairs of boys carrying figs; then two pairs of 
glass lamps; two boys with peculiar head-dress 
three banners in succas-ion; a “ band’; three 
ornamental trays ia | succession; a “ band";

with each direful visitation of the dreaded 
scourge. We beg von, Sir, to accept the 
memento with our reiterated thanks With 
this expression we couple the prayer that both 
you aud Lady Blake may have long years before 
you to enjoy to the full the blessings of health 
and prosperity and tha reward of His Majesty 
for the unqualified sucpess of your administra- 
tion in Hongkong. Like the Chinese in this 
Colony, the natives in|the new sphere of you- 
sympathetic government will not take long to 
realise what a loss wa guffer by the inestimable 


| gain they attain in your elevation to a higher 


post in the service of the King in Ceylon. 
His Excellency replied:—Mr. Lin Yi and 


‘members of the Committee ofthe kaifong of 


Second and Third Streets. 


I have received 
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from time to time addresses and presentations, 
but never one that I have cecslved with greater 
pleasure than this beautifal umbrella which 
will be a memento of the work that yoa and I 
undertook acd cirried out during last summer 
—work, the effect of which may be more far- 
reaching than is considered probable at pre- 
sent; for it has shown that it is possible to 
secure the co-operation of the people in public 
work rs in private business, aud sach co- 
operation smooths away difficulties aud carries 
out with pleasant ease precautions thit, under 
other circumstances, are only irritating. I 
have already spoken to you and thanked you 
for your assistance, and I take this opportunity 
of saying how much the district is indebted 
to the good work doae by Dr, Yeuug Chuk 
Hiog, of the Tung Wa Hospital, who visited 
the experimental block twice, and some times 
three times, each day and gave “modical attend- 
ance, where necessary, without fee or reward. 
I am glad to hear that your influence has spread 
to the neighbouring districts, and that at 
present High Street and other pirts of No. 9 
District are working in co-op-ratioa with the 
Sanitary Board. Dr. Pearce informs me that 
the cleansing operations in No.9 District are 
proceeding with three times the ‘rapidity that 
they are in any other district in the city. This 
is very satisfactory, and I hope taat the system 
which you hava inaugurited will ultimately 
extend or, in a short time extend, to the whole 
city, and that I shall hear, whon far away from 
Hongkong. that the San tary Board has ceased 
to be looked upon by the people with fear and 
trembling, aud that the medical officers of health 
are received, a3 you receive them, as friends, and 
that the duties of the sanitary inspectors will 
be rendered light by the personal supervision of 
the kaifongs of the district. When that time 
comes, I hope and I thiuk that the 
health of the cily will bo greatly improved. 
and yon will be proud that you were the 
first to assist in the inauguration of a 
system, the result of which may be the cleans- 
ing of tha cily rom this terrible plague with 
which we have been scourged for the past ten 
yea's. I thank you most heartily for this beau- 
tiful presentation, and I shall ever remember 
that you, who have presente! it to me, have 
shown me how éasy it is to indace the Chinese 
people to assist in the operations that are 
undertaken for their benefit when these 
operations are etplained to them in the begin- 
niag. I hope you will convey to the inhabit- 
ants of the experimental blocs, with which 
I was so closely connected, my high ap- 
preciation of the manner ia which they met 
Me on that occasion, and the manner in which 
they carried outethe instractions given them 
by me. I earnestly pray for the health aod 
happiness of you and them, and your freedom 
from ths dangers that, in the fotura, may 
pos ibly threaten this city. 

The company then proceeded iuto the 
dining room, where va: ious toasts wera druok 

‘The canopy is a b-aulifully embroidered piece 
of Chinese workmanship. The background is 
crimson silk, and a var:ety of emblems such as 
mythical dragons, a phenix, and women on horse- 
back are work'd upon it in gold and o loured 
thread. Chinese characters, meaning “In you’ 
goodness of heart you protect the people’ 
are prominent on it; and on two long ribbons 
are iascribed the names of the committee ni 
red letters.

A presentation of a number of Chinese curios 
was made to Lady Blake at Government House 
oan Thursday. They comprived three bronzes (one 
incense-burner and tw?o vases) 300 years old, two 
blueand white china Kang Hi ynasty vases, 
one vase ofthe Yung Ching dynasty, one pair 
of Kin Leang dynasty vases, two pieces of 
old embroidery (one a screen and the other a 
cover), and two carved ivories, one of which is of 
18 stages (one ball inside another. In addition 
to H.E. and Lady Blake there were present 
Sir John Keane, Mr. R. F, Johnston, Acting 
Clerk of Councils, Mr. Ramjahno,the Hon. Dr. 
Ho Kai, Hon. Wes Yuk, Messrs Fung Wa 
Chun. Lan Cho Pak, Ho Fook, Chan Sin Ke, 
Wei Os, Un Lai Chuen, Tang Lau Kop, Ta 
Lau Chuen, Wong Kum Fak, Chow Hing Ki, 
Yeung Pin Shan, Lai Shan Hui, U Hai Chow, 
Li P.k, Chow Foon Ng, and Chan Uhok Ping. 
The deputation was received in the ball room, 
when first of all Master Wei Yuk presented 
Lady Blake with a bouquet. 
“on. Dr. Ho Kai then stepped forward 
and said :—On _ behalf of your 
Chinese friends and admirers ia this 
Colony I have tha distinguished honour 
to-day to present a few articles for your 
gracious acceptance. The articles in themselves 
are not of very great value, bat they are 
pressntedito you by your Chinese friends more 
as atoken of their esteem and of their regard 
aod affediion, vour Ladyship. On the eve of 
qos departare for Ceyloa your Chicese friends 
ave fell that very shortly they are about to 
lose the society not only of s great and. 
charmiog lady, but a sympathetic and kind 
personal friend. (App'ause). / They have 
received many ac‘s of kinduess from your 
hands. They have received your profuse 
hospitality at Government House, and you have 
always (aken a very lively and kindly interest 
in them and their affairs both indivi- 
dually, and as a community and a nation. 
‘They feel that in you they have a sympathi- 
ser, & friend.and a guide, and the Chinesa and 
their families have also received much kindness 
at your hands, The articles are the products 
of the art, industry, and manufactures of China. 
They will serve to remind yon when yoa are 
far awa7 from us in Ceylon, or at your home in 
Ireland, that you have many affectionate friends 
among the Chinese in the far eastera Colony of 
Hongkong, aod they further will remind you 
of your five years’ residence in this Colony 
amongst us. (Applause). I need not recount the 
many kiadnesses that you have shown your Chi- 
nese friends here, but suffice it to say your kind- 
ness, courtesy, and your consideration, and the 
sympathetic interest yon have takun in them, 
in their dicard and in their sooial affairs, 
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have so endeared you to them that they shall 
ever charish the memory of you all through 
their life (applause. They hope that when 
you are away from t-em that you may be 
reminded of them, and they also desire to wish 
you and your noble husband, H.E. the Gover. 
nor, a very prosperous and happy fatare life. 
Your Chinese friends, therefore, beg that 
your Ladyship will accept these artioles. 
(Applause). 

Lady BLAke in response said—There is an 
old saying that “ont of the abundance of the 
heart the mouth speaketh,” bat I am sorry to 
say that I cannot agree with that sa, ing this 
morning, for much as I feel I have no words to 
express my gratitude for your kindness and my 
admiration for your gifts. To me it is not only 
a pleasure but a pr vilege to have made so many 
friends amongst the Chinese, and as I believe 
that when one is far away one can still be with 
those one cares for in spirit, my spirit will 
always be with you. In years to come I look 
forward (o see many of you in our hime iu 
Ireland, I thank you with all my heart for 
these presents, and I can assure you that 
none of them were needed’ to assure me of. 
your regard and sincerity (ap) lause). 

Dr. Ho Kat then adil Sir Henry Blake 
as follows :— Way I now take ‘this opportuoity,. 
your Excellency, to address tolyou a few words ? 
At the request of the leading men of the 
Chinese commnuoity, I have ta ask your kind 
approval of the foundation of two scholarships 
to be named after your Excellency : the oue js 
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to be allotfed to the Queen's College and the 
other to the College for Medicine for the 
Chinese. Both will ba en annually. The 


Chinese have farther requested me to request 
your approval of the painting of a portait of 
your kxcellency and the placing it in the hall 
of the new wing of the Tutg Wa Hospital. By 
these acts the Chiness gommunity desire to 
perpatuate your Excellenoy's memory, and 
to hand it down to posterity and future gonera- 


(applause). They have thoroughly appreciat- 
ed. your s£xcellency’s |kindness to them, 
and they can never. forget your Ex 
cellency's most wise, just, benevolent, and 
sympathetic administration during the five yedrs 
that have just gone by. (his is rather an idea 
of theirs to hand down tp posterity something 
associated with ‘your Excellency’s name, that 
future generations may r call to mind that for 
thé” pariod of five years) your Excellency had 
- administered the Government of Hongkong so 
uscee , not only to the benefit of the Chi- 
_ nese, but also of all sections of the community 
‘alike (applause). The present’ gaseration of 
Chinese fally realise what yoor Excellency has 
been to them, and they caunot forget for a mo- 
ment, even if they would, your Excellency's 
high qualities as au administrator and a friend. 
They have to-day, therefore, met to express 
thejr feelings in the matter, not because they have

GARDENS.

Jost nine years ago seeds of Tithonia 
diversifolia were recaived from the Botanic 
Gardens, Ceylon, from which several plants 
were raisazd. These floworsd in the following 
November and afterwards perfected saed. The 


‘plants are paroanial, but if sredlings bs raisad 


anoudly they flower in loss than a year from 
the lime of sowin z. There are several spacimens 
in the shrubberies in both tha old and the now 
gardens, and spacimens may now be mot with 
ia various other gsrdens ia the co'ony. The 
species grows to a height of 8 or 9ft., and as 
many feet through. 'I'e flower-hsals, which 
are yellow ant 4 or 5 inches across, are 
prodacad at tno ends of the branchas, and 
@ bash in full flower makes ao very pleasing 
sight. The species, lixe most othor membars of 
the genus, is a native of Moxic> and belongs to 
that very lirge family of plants, Compoattas. 

There are several very decorativy grasses to 
be met with in Hongkong, and at the praseaot 
time twoor three are in flower, and one of these, 
Saccharum arundinaceum, way be seen at the 
bottom of the walk leading up to the No. 1 
house. This plant is also a native. f the pl.ins | 
and low hills of India, and has been found in 
Ceylon. It grows toa height of 10 or 20ft, 
with erevt, ovoid, generally cream-coloured 
panicles, 1 to 2ft. tong. It is a near relative of 
the sugar-caue and bsars the game ganerio name,

A VILLAIN’S END, 

Ma Wong-hoi, 8 notorious robber and a 
follower of Li Ka-cheuk, was captured on the 
6th instant. Ma was also a robber before he 
was under the protection of Li Ka-cheuk, 
who promised his protection and afterwards 
made him a military officer, He was Li's 
right-hand man, and the {wo put their. 
heads together to commit crimes of every 
description, and make their squeezes. After 
Li Ka-cheuk liad been locked up in the Pun- 
yu magistrate’s prison, Ma gathered a large 
pumber of followers and tock possession of a 
village named Shek-po in Tuogkun district 
They were algo joined by the notorious robber- 
leaders, Tai Mui-heang and Tsu-Tai- Wong-Chi, 
each of whom had about one thousand followers. 
They committed robberies in broad daylight, 
seised the rich people for ransom, and forced 
the juuks and big shops to pay blackmail 
‘monthly or quarterly. Twenty per cent. of 
their ‘spoils were used to buy weapons 
and firearms. They had about two thousand 
new rifles of the latest pattern, and built 
‘two stone forts at the entrance command- 
Jtimg the village. They intended to march 
through the districts of Pun yu, Tuogkun, and 
Namhoi, to Canton and to seiso the city for

hotses—practically||ithe whole village—were

as formed the robber bands

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the purpose of saving? Li Ka-cheuk. After 
Tsi -heung was captured and decapitated 
some two weeks ago, thé followers of Ma 
became frightened, and a good number of them 
left him for places of safety. The number was 
then reduced to only about six hundred. 
Ma atiil believed that he was quite strong 
euough to cope with the troops, for he quite 
understood that the number of soldiers sent 
lo effect the arrest of robbers was usually 
about two or three hundred. Unexpectedly, 
on the morning of the 6th inst., Viocero 
Shum sent the commander‘in.chief of the lan 
forces and Admiral Ho, together with some 
two thousand soildiers and some , to cap- 
ture him. JLieutenant Shi and a military 
officer, named Liu, were sent there first with six - 
hundred soldiers, {When Lieutenant Shi arrived 
with the troops, a battle commenced at once 
and many were killed and wounded on both 
sides. At last Admiral Ho and the commander- 
in-chief arrived on the spot, when the robber 
village was completely hemmed in, The battle 
lasted about two hours, but shell after shell was 
poured into the village, so that the robbers 
could stand it nolonger. A good number were 
captured and beheaded at once. Ma tried to 
make his escape with about sixty followers, and 
they all put on the uniforms of soldiers. which 
Ma had when he waa military officer under Li 
Ka-obeuk. No one recognised him at first, but 
when he passed a certain place some villagers 
who knew him shouted ont his name. He and. 
his band at once drew out revolvers ard fatally 
shot some villagers, after which they threw 4 
good number of banknotes on the ground to 
bay off the purauers. The soldiers, however, 
dared not stop to pick up the notes, and Ma 
was captured alive, while all his- followers were 
either taken prisoners or killed. During the 
encounter about one hundréd and fifty robbers 
either committed suicide by drowniog them- 
selves in (he ponds or wells, or wore killed, 
and abont one hundred ‘were taken alive. 
A good number of unfortanate villagers, 
who were unable to afford the passage to 
places of safety, when Ma took possession of 
the village, were also killed. On the official side 
a military officer named Lin and seven soldiers 
were Killed, and about thirty wounded. Ma 
Wong-hoi, Tsu-Tai-Wong-chi aud Lam Kan, 
the three leaders, have beén sent to Canton for 
trial. 
THR NAMHOI BROUGHT TO BOOK. 

That notorious squeezer, Poi Kan-fook, 
late Namhoi magistrate, who was dismissed 
by the Viceroy, was brought before the Pro- 
vincial Judge on the ae inat., charged with 
accop'ing heavy bribes from the creditors of 
the well-known pill-shop; Chan Li Tsai, the 
owners of which were fdrved by him to sell 
{he shop in question to thé creditors, who were 
anxious to take possession of the shop at any 
cost, Poi pleaded that the case was mistaken- 
ly tried by him. The Judge replied that as 
there was evidence against him of ere aie a 
bribe of over one huadted thonsand dollars, 
he was unable to do anything in his farour. 
Poi was at first perfectly} composed, but when 
he heard the words of the Judge, tears were 
rolling down his cheeks from his eyes.

Chan Cheung was charged with having on

Play was for some time confined to 
mid-field and somewhat desultory in character ;

THE “EMPRESS OF INDIA’S” 
COLLISION CASK. 


_-——~+- 
| CONTINUED. ] 
Mr. White Cooper, in opening the case said 
the question they had then to consider was 
whether the owners of the Empress of India 
were responsible for the nafortunate collision, 
which resulted in 13 lives being lost, He 
produced a modal of the cruiser in order to 
show her build, styl , ete. She was a compo- 
site cruiser built at the !oochow Arsenal and 
launched sume 15 years ago. (Counsel here 
gave th: dimensions of the cruiser, etc), Her 
ordinsry speed was 9 to 9} kuots, bat on ono 
occusion when carrying Viceroy Cheng Chi- 
{ung she made 12 knots. She -was under the 
command of Commander Chea Fung Yee, an 
experienced naval officer wi h 2) years’ service 
in the Chinese. Navy, who unfortunately 
was one of those who perished. He had 
been in command of the cruiser about 6 
months when the collision oconrred. His 
previoas command was in the man-of-war 
Sei Kee. The Wong Tai carried s comploe- 
ment of 178 officers und cr.-w all told, as well 
as six gentlemen passengers, frivnds: ‘of 
the captain. She was on her way with arma 
and ammunition for the authorities to Canton 
for use in quelling, the rebellion there.. <The: 
collision occurred on the night of. 
August. The weather was leak: 


a good distance off. Both ships were pro- 
ceeding in the same direction. Those on the 
Enipress: of India must have seen the orniser 
Su miles. from the scene of the disaster and 
been watching her for fully two hours. At the 
time the ornizer was going 94 knets, and the 
nile aig at 14, There was plenty of sea-room, 
and it was not a case of one ship overtaking 
another in a narrow water-way. Tho course of 
the twovessela was as nearly as possible parallel. 
Counsel said that at 9.30 p.m. the cruiser’s 
course was 8, W. by W. { W.; the equivalent 
to this was 8. 66 W. true. At that time the 
course ot the Empress was 8. 64 W. At 11 
p.m. the oruiser's course was 8. 65 W., showing 
that she-had edged out a little from the coast. 
‘The course of the Winpress at 11.30 p.m. was 
8.68 W., which showed that she shad edged 
in a little. The explanation for these slight 
variations was that the oruiser was passing 
outside while the Empresa was passing inside 
Pedro Blanco Island. 


This was important as the defendants stated 
that the courses of the two vessels were divergent, 
while he, counsel, would adduca evidence to prove 
that they*were convergent. As far as he could 
ascertain the Eimpress's course was inside the 
Pedro Blanco Island when those on the 
Enprese would, he helieved, say that when 
they first saw the cruiser's stern light it was 
right ahead, but es they got nearer it appeared 
on the starboard, so that it wonld appear 
that the cruiser was in the inside and the 
Empress on the outside courss. After watching 
the cruiser’s stern light for a couple of hours 
those on the Empress had plenty of time to 
make up their minds what todo. They shculd 
have borne io mind the Regulati ns for 
Preventing Accidents at S a. (Counsel here 
read ont article 24 of the Regulations, which 
provided that a versel overtaking another should 
keop outofher course. Article 22 provided that 
a vessel which was directed by these ) ules to keep 
out of the way of another vessel, shoald, if 
circumstance permitted, avoid crossing ahead 
‘of the other ) : 


Continu'ng, counsel said this showed what 
was the duty of those on board the Empress. 
The duty of the cruiser was laid down in 
article 21, which provided that if a ship 
overtaking another had altered her course she 
must show to the Court that she had good 
reasons to do so, and tho alteration must be 
of & proper and right kind. These rules were 
simple, and known to all, so if was not 
necessary to say much about them. They 
simply: meant that the Empress was bouad to 
keep - gt of the way of the cruiser, and the 
cruiser’ was bound not {o do anything to 
hamper r defeat the Empress iu that duty. 
The evidence for the ciuiser would be given 
by the officers who were on watch. ‘They 
unfortunately bad not the captain of the 
eruiser, but the officers would say that he 
did the right thing and gave no orders to 
change her courss, even when the Empress 
came nearer, as it was bolieved that the 
latter would observe article 24. Insteid of 
which the Empress came straight on, and 
struck on the port quarter. After the vollisien 
thé captain of the cruiser gave the order to 
port her-helm, but the two vessels were then 
in actual contact, the stern of the Empress 
being against the port side of the cruiser, in 
whose side she must have cuta hole with her 
propeller, but as regarded that there was no 
certainty, as the diver’s report had not been 
received. Immediately after the collision 
they knew that the press did the right 
thing and rendered every assistance, and 
the boats of both vessels transferr.d the 
crew and passengers of the cruiser to the 
Empiess, with tha exception of those al:eady 
mentioned. The captain of the cruiser was 


- coming down to the gangway when the cruiser 


went down and carried him with her. All 
avreed as to the state of the weather, and that 
all‘regalation lights were properly burning on 
both. véssels, and each saw tha other's lights 
for:a-long’ time. Mr. Sharp said they wore 

illing to admit that all the lighis were in 
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sank after the collision. Mr. White Cooper put 
in the bearings of the wreck, and continuing. 
said that one great point on which 
they differed was as to whether t'e 
cruiser had altered her course, and said 
there were always great d fferences in 
the accounts of what people did on onaghip, and 
how their action appeared to those on another, 
and alo pointed out the many discrepancies 
between the logs of the two vessels. In this case 
all the witnesses for the cruiser were Chinese, 
and he hoped the Court would make allow- 
ances on that account. In the interpretation 
much of the real thread of the story was lost, 
and their evidence would not have the 
effect of the evidance of Captain Mah, who 
stated that he had been deputy commander of 
the Wong Taz for 10 years; and over 20 years 
in the Chinese Navy. ,Ho was on board the 
cruiser when the collision occurred, and he 
described the-build, tonnage, number of crew, 
ete., and added that there were no foreigners on 
board, His watch was from 4 to 8 p.wm.; 
all lights were in proper order. He was 
asluep when the collision occurred, but 
being awakened he went on the poop, and then 
saw the starboard side of the Empress vrazirg 
along the orniser’s port (witness here with the 
aid of the model showed how the ships collided), 
He saw the stern of the Empress touch the port 
pee of the cruiser, and on examining the 

amage done found a big hole on the port quar- 
ter and the water coming in. He gave orders 
to work the pumps. He then went on board 
the Empress, when the cruiser sank steru first. 
The fair copies of the logs (deck and engiae- 
room) were lost. In cross-examination the 
witness stated that the cruiser could be easily 
steered. The engines had already been stopped 
when he came on deck. 

Quartermaster Cheng Ya stated that he was 
on duty at the time of the collision ; he received 
orders sg to his course, viz: W.S.S., from the 
captain. He received no orders to alter the 
course up to the time of the collision, and he 
never altered her course. He knew ships would 
not answer their helms when they were in col- 
lision. He did not see the collision. The 
cruiser answered her helm very quickly, but he 
could not say how long it would take to take her 
6 points off her course. 
fishing boats on his course. 

He was able to tell the time, and ulways 
cacried his watch with bim. 

Chau Kin Tong, 3rd officer of the Wong Tat, 
said he had been 5 yedrs in the navy. He was 
on the bridge when the collision occurred ; there 
were two men on the forecastle, und two men 
astern on watch, another was on the lower 
bridge. Before 11 o’clock they were steering 
W.8.W., after 11 the course was altered to W. 
by 8.38. (Witness hbre fave evidence :8 to 
the lights.) He noticed no change in the Em- 
press's course from the tine he first. saw ber 
until the tima of the collision. (By use of models 
witness showed how the collision occarred) 
It was about 8 feet from the stern where the 
Empress strack the crniser. The captain was 
directing the navigation of the cruiser at the 
time. After the impact both vewels drifted 
away from each other. He wax prepared to 
swear that the crviser’s bow did not strike ths 
bow of the Empress, but the borts came side by 
side, thus causing the collision. He heard no 
shonting from the Hmpress to port helm. In 
cross-examination witness testified that the 
captain went backwards and forwa ds belween 
the bridge and the lower deck duriug the night 
watches. 

Chang &i, navigating lieutenant of the 
Wong Tat, said he had been 17 years in the navy. 
aud 2 months on the IVWong Tui. He corroborated 
the last witnes:. and added that he was quite 
familiar with th coast, aud gave evidence us to 
the weather and tide at (he tiwe of the collisicn, 
and also as to the course. The course woud 
take him outside Pedro Blanco Island. ‘The first 
light onthe Empress be saw was the masthead 
light; that was about 11 p.m. The vessel was 
cead astern, and he saw both the red and green 
lights. the would be about 8 miles off. He 
heard the captain say “All rigbt,” sc he knew 
the captain heard the report of the 3rd licutenant 
regarding the approach of the steamer. The 
Empress was then getting closer and closer. 
‘The captain of the cruiser show d no anxiety. 


~ He knew it was the other vessel's duty to keep 


out of the way. He did not hear the captain 


He saw vo juoks or: 
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ibd any orders to alter the course, He could 
orm an opinion from watching the Empress's 
lights that her course was being altered. After 
the collision his vessel ported her helm by the 
captain's order. ; 

The Court here adjourned. 


On resuming the hearing of the case on the 
7th inst., the examination of Chang, tho 
navigating lieutenant, was continued, He 
said that a few minutes after the collision he 
went below, and then noticed that some boats 
anda gup had been damaged. The gun was o 
40 pdr., and projected mere than a foot from 
the ship's side. Going further below, he saw 
the water pouring in, but did not koow from 
where. He felt no anxiety when the Empress 
came close, as he knew she must get -out of 
the way. He saw no junks near the steamer, 
but saw a poor light on his port. He-did think 
the steamer behind would pass very close, but 
if she passed a mile sway it would-be a very 
tafe distance. (Mr. Shsrpe said that would 
undonbtedly bs so if it was a Chiuese man- 
of-war.) Witness, continuing, said the ram 
projected abont 13 feet. It would take 6 
minates fora ship to turn in a cumplete circle 
7U0 yards in diameter, He knew it because 
he was told ro. (His Lordship interposed and 
said Mr, White Cooper was really crogs-examin- 
ing witness and leading him) Witness said just 
after the co'lision he saw some junks. They 
appro che! very close, but not alongside. 

The navigating lieutenant, re-called, said that

present sudden slump; but it is shrewdly suspected 
that the Eastern Banks are to a certain extent 
responsible for it, the state of the financial market 
here lending itself to facile manipulations. Cer: 
tain it is, however, that this place is being denhded 
of silver, creating a stringency which reacts on 
the import trade. Low exchange may stimulate 
exports and thus help to some extent to steady 
sterling rates, which at the moment are about two 
pence under the parity of Silver. Prominent 
dealers here are inclined to the belief that the 
coming payment of the iustalment of the indem- 
nity is not disassociated with this decline.
